BERLIN, Nov. 13 (AP).—A Ger- 
man spokesman said the German 
army was “knocking at the gates 
of the Caucasus” tonight, storm- 
ing the fortifications of Kerch on 
the Crimea’s eastern fringe while 
the air force roared over the nar- 
row straits of Kerch to carry the 
war into the Caucasian oil fields. 

The high command communi- 
que earlier declared land forces 
had captured sveral coastal fortifi- 
cations immediately south of 
Kerch. The port therefore seemed 


open to direct attack from the 
west and south although Germans 
did not indicate how near the 
Nazi columns were or whether 
the city was under artillery fire.

Human Bite Worse Than Animal’s, 
More Mouth Bacteria, Doctor Finds 


The human bite is far more 
serious than the bite of any ani- 
mal, Dr. Frederick M. Boyce of 
New Orleans reported at the 
Southern Medical Association con- 
vention yesterday, because there 
are more types of bacteria in the 
human mouth and because indi- 
viduals usually fail to have such 
bites treated until they have be- 
come infected. 

In 90 human bite cases treated 
at the New Orleans Charity Hos- 
pital in the last 11 years, he re- 
ported, amputation of a finger or 
hand was necessary in 24 cases. 
Other conclusions reached by 
Dr. Boyce after studying these 
cases and 271 other human bite

fall into two groups, those in 
which one individual was actually 
bitten by another, and those in 
which the injury was received by 
the more civilized method of hit- 
ting one’s opponent in the mouth.” 

Policemen are frequently bitten 
in the course of their duties; one 
offieer was bitten by two differ- 
ent prisoners in the same week. 

Bites on the hand, especially on 
the knuckles, are much more like- 
ly to result in serious infections 
than those on fleshier parts of the 
body. 

Many bite victims are peacemak- 
ers who intervene in quarrels, es- 
pecially family disputes.

Agents of the State Board of 
Health seized oid drugs and 
patent medicines with a _ retail 
value of about $25,000 today as 
they made two raids on St. Louis 
salvage houses in a drive to rid 
the city of harmful and de- 
teriorated medicines. 

The raids were at the Midwest 
Sales and Jobbing Co., 1266 South 
Broadway, and the Jobbers’ Clear- 
ing House, 1417 South Broadway. 

If the stock were in good condi- 
tion, the agents said, that at the 
Midwest company would have re- 
tail value of about $15,000 and 


that at the Jobbers’ Clearing House 
a value of about $10,000. 


From Stores That Failed. 


Both Joseph Feldman, sales 
manager of the Midwest company, 
and Henry Kolpenh, president of 
the Jobbers Clearing House, said 
they had bought the drugs from 
“distressed” drug stores — stores 
which had failed in business,

Text of Letter 
From F.D.R. on 
Neutrality Act 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP). 


HE text of President -Roose- 
velt’s letter to Speaker Ray- 
- burn and Majority Leader Mc- 
Cormack follows: 
My dear Mr. Speaker and Mr. 
+ McCormack 
I had had no thought of ex- 
essing to the House-my views 
of the effect, in foreign countries 
and especially in Germany, of fa- 
vorable or unfavorable action on 
the Senate amendments. 


But in view of your letter, I am 
replying as simply and clearly as 
I know how. 

In my message of October 9th, 
I definitely recommended arming 
of ships and removing the prohibi- 
tion against sending American flag 
ships into belligerent ports. Both I 
regarded as of extreme importance 
—the first I called of immediate 
importance at that. time: Another 
month has gone by, and the sec- 
ond I.regard today as of at least 
equal importance with the first. 

In regard to the repeal of Sections 
2 and 3 of the Neutrality Act, I 
need only call your attention to 
three elements. The first concerns 
the continued sinking of American 
flag ships in many parts of the 
ocean. The second relates to great 
operational advantages in making 
continuous voyages to any bDelli- 
gerent port in any part of the 
world; this in all probability in- 
creasing the total percentage of 
goods—food stuffs and munitions 
—actually delivered to those na- 
tions fighting Hitlerism. The third 
is the decision by the Congress 
and the executive that this na- 
tion, for its own present and fu- 
ture defense, must strengthen the 
supply line to all of those who are 
today keeping Hitlerism far from 
the Americas. 

With all of this in mind, the 

world is obviously watching the 
course of this legislation. 
In the British Empire, in China, 
and in Russia—all of whom are 
fighting a defensive war against 
invasion—the effect of failure of 
the Congress to repeal Sections 2 
and 3 of the Neutrality Act would 
be definitely discouraging. I am 
confident that it would not destroy 
their defense or morale, though it 
would weaken their position from 
the point of view of food and mu- 
nitions. 

Failure to repeal these sections 
would, of course, cause rejoicing 
in the Axis nations. Failure would 
bolster aggressive steps and inten- 
tions in Germany; and in the other 
well-known aggressor nations un- 
der the leadership of Hitler. 

Judging by all recent experience, 
we could, all of us, look forward 
to enthusiastic applause in those 
three nations based on the claim 
that the United States is disunited

“The unstable market meant 
that when British holdings in this 
country were liquidated, they sold 
for several hundred million dollars 
less than they would have done in 
an active, orderly market. ‘That 
difference is now being. levied on 
taxpayers of the United States un- 
der lend-lease appropriations. 

Saving Frightened Away. 

“The essential saving of the 
machine age, risk capital, has been 
frightened away by the Govern- 
ment. 

“You cannot organize for victory 
by disorganizing the financing of | 
business. 

“In Government corporations are 
found practices which would make 
privately owned corporations crim- 
inally liable. In a great many, the 
amount of stock used is merely an 
estimate of anticipated loss.

War Department ‘officials said 
late yesterday that Selective Serv- 
ice trainees and Nationa] Guards- 
men were being circularized as to 
their willingness to enlist for reg- 
ular three-year terms in the army 
and to serve overseas if necessary. 
Gen. Marshall explained that the 
department has been striving to

Illinois State's 
Says 
Approved Plan to Blow 
Up Decatur Oil Line. 


DECATUR" Tl, Nov. 13 (AP) .— 
State’s Attorney Ivan J. Hutchens 
told a Circuit Court jury yesterday 
that the bombing of an oil pipeline 
near here in 1940 was instigated 
and planned by labor union offi- 
cers. 

Hutchens, in -his opening state- 
ment, charged that the plan to 
raise funds to pay men who would 
bomb the pipeline was instigated 
by Harry E. Meisenhelter, business 
agent for the Decatur Common La- 
borers’ Union, one of the 11 persons 
on trial on conspiracy charges in 
comnection with the bombing. 

He said the scheme had been

“approved by the executive board | 


of the union,” and that later Mei- 
senhelter and Stewart C. Lorton, 
business agent of the East St. Louis 
Boilermakers’ Union, arranged for 
the bombing. Hutchens said they 
employed George Diehl of East St. 
Louis and Géorge Bruns of Granite | 
City to do the actual bombing. The 
latter two and Morton also are de- 
fendants in th® trial. 
Says Fund Was Set Up. 

Hutchens said a fund was estab- 
lished to pay Diehl and Bruns, and 
after the bombing they were given | 
$375 at one time and unspecified 
amounts at later dates, Among the 
contributors to the fund, Hutchens 
said, were Mack Ray, business 
agent for the Decatur Teamsters’ 
Union, and George E. Good of 
Springfield, business agent for the 
Hoisting Engineers’ Union, both of 
whom are defendants. 

Hutchens said both union and | 
non-union men were employed by 
the Texas Empire Pipeline Co., 
whose property was damaged by 
the explosion, and were paid wages 
above the union scale. 

Defense attorneys said their cli- 
ents would be cleared of the 
charges of conspiracy. 

1000 Barrels of Oil Lost. 

Among the first witnesses was A. 
G. Love, Bloomington, division su- 
perintendent, who testified the 
pipeline break on Feb. 9, 1940, was 
caused by external force. The 
break resulted in the loss of 1000 
barrels of oil valued at $5000, he 
said.

Shinwell Also Asks Why R. A. F.: Has Not 
Taken Initiative to Aid Russia—Fear of 
General Strike in U. S. Expressed. 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP).—A re 
newed demand that Britain form 


a second fighting front to aid 
Russia, with emphasis on the pos- 
sibilities of Libya, was sounded in 
parliamentary debate today by La- 
borite Emanuel Shinwell, who has 
been among the critics mentioned 
as a possible recruit for the British 
Cabinet. 

“Why has the offensive in Libya 
been delayed?” Shinwell asked. “It 
has been expected many months, 

“It would in effect have created 
a second front. It would certainly 
have distracted the Nazis and cre- 
ated difficulties for them. Let the 
Government answer that question. 

“Next week or next month an 
offensive in Libya may not be as 
effective.” 

If the failure to move again into 
Libya was due to a lack of equip- 
ment, Shinwell added, then obvi- 
ously it is idle to speak of inva- 
sion elsewhere. 

Answer to King’s Talk. 

Shinwell spoke during a wide- 
ranging debate in the House of 
Commons on the House’s reply to 
King George VI’s message opening 
a new session of Parliament yes- 
terday. 

Shinwell asked whether defense 
of Britain’s Oriental empire repre- 
sented the Government’s idea of a 
second front and, if so, whether it 
bore Russian approval, 


He asserted that if Britain ac- | 


tually had what seemed to be air 
superiority over Germany, then the 
Royal Air Force’s “failure” to take 
the initiative was “inexcusable.” 
He recalled that Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill made the parity 
claim for the R. A. F. on Monday 


when he also declared that Britain 
would join the United States im- 
mediately in any war with Japan. 


Socialist Dennis N. Pritt called | 


for the removal from the Govern- 
ment of elements “lukewarm” to 
the British-Russian alliance. 
Lord Croft 

Referring to a recent statement 
by Lord Croft, Under Secretary of 
War, that the British should con- 
éentrate their energies on defense 


of the Eastern empire, Shinwell 


asserted: 

“For a representative of the War 
Office this declaration was inex- 
cusable. . ... This would be fatal 
to victory. 

“While large forces were immo- 
bilized, Hitler would be free to re- 
organize his resources and squeeze 
the last ounce of production out of 
the occupied territories.” 

Charging that Lord Moyne had 
“abused”. Government critics and 
referring to his parliamentary as- 
sertion that an invasion of Western 
Europe would be “suicide,” Shin- 
well declared :® 

“If this is the decision of the 
Government, it is hardly consoling 
to Russia and most pernicious that 
Hitler should be equally informed.”

Shinwell made it clear he was 
‘not accusing Churchill and several 
others in the Government of “har- 
boring subversive thoughts,” but 
added “We are not so sure of all 
the others.” 

In a long list of criticisms, Shin- 
| well included charges that British 
factories are not fully employed, 
‘that “everything is conscripted 
with the sole exception of vested 
interests,” that apart from bomb 
|sufferings the civil population has 
‘made little or no sacrifice, and 
that the Churchill Government 
was “carrying too much ballast.” 

Replying for the Government, 
First Lord of the Admiralty A. V. 
Alexander disclosed that Shinwell 
had refused to accept office when 
Churchill first formed his Govern- 
ment in May of 1940. 

Alexander said Shinwell appar- 
ently had decided “that in this war 
his role should be that... ofa 
self-appointed critic who receives 
the applause of the less informed 
among the multitude rather than 
to work in self-imposed discipline 
and silence.” 

Strikes in U. 8. Discussed. 

A prediction that the Unitéd 
States labor situation “may be 
leading up to a general strike simp- 
ly due to inexperience of trade 
union leaders” was put forward by 
Austin Hopkinson, Independent, in 
support ofvhis statement that, de- 
spite the United States’ contribu- 
tion, Britain’s enemy “has a great- 
er production and uses that ca- 
pacity very much better than we 
do.” 

Hopkinson said “it is all very 
well to point to the United States, 
but people don’t realize in this 
country what the industry of the 
United States is going through in 
the present generation: 

“Trade unionism in the United 
States is going through the stages 
that trade unionism in this country 
did a generation ago. It is finding 
its feet. It has increased at a tre- 
mendous pace and hasn’t got the 
experience that British trade union- 
ism has got. The result may be 
leading up to a general strike simp- 
ly due to the inexperience of trade 
union leaders.”

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 13 (AP). 
—Wilson (Bud) Schwenk’s out- 
standing performance against Illi- 
nois College last week, when he 
completed 28 out of 48 passes for 


- 851 yards; gained 165 yards in 15 


rushes and set a total offense 
record of 516 yards in a single 
game, made him the total offense 
leader of the nation, according to 
figures released by the American 
Football Statistical Bureau. 

Schwenk’s sensational wor k 
jumped him from fifth to first 
place with a total of 1290 yards: 
gained on passes and rushes in 
six contests. 

(Figures are based on six games 
played by Washington U., whereas 
most other teams have played 
seven and some eight games.) 

In addition to his passes and 
rushes, Schwenk made a punt of 
44 yards and ran back the only 
kickoff ihe Bears received for 34 

ards. 

é The great tossing of the Wash- 
ington halfback sent his teammate, 
Alien Lindow, into first place 
among the pass receivers. He 
has caught 31 for a gain of 409 
yards. 

As a team, Washington moved 
into fourth place in forward pass- 
ing offense, with an average of 
156 yards a game. Arizona with 
177.7 yards is the leader in this 
respect, followed by the Texas 
Aggies and Detroit. St. Louis U. 
ranks high (fifth) in “defense 
against forward passes.” 

Illinois College completed 16 out 
of 28 passes for 180 yards, mak- 
ing a total of 81 passes attempted 
in one game, a modern record. 
The old mark was 72, held jointly 
by Texas Christian-Baylor and Ar- 
kansas-Tulsa in 1937. 

Schwenk went into a technical 
tie as a forward passing leader 
with Owen (Muggsy) Price of 
Texas Mines. Both have complet- 
ed 73 throws, but Schwenk aver- 
ages higher because he’s tossed 
147, compared to Price’s 152, and 
has compiled 936 aerial yards to 
Price’s 736. Schwenk has had 
eight interceptions. Price hit the 
wrong target 11 times. 

Sinkwich of Georgia, who has 
had a terrific ground-gaining year, 
leads the rushers with 795 yards. 
In seven games, he’s lugged the 
ball 149 times, and may surpass 
the modern record of rushes estab- 
fished last year by Oklahoma A. 
and M.’s Jimmy Reynolds of 159 
in eight games. 

Missouri’s Tigers lead all teams 
in rushing offense, with an aver- 
age of 288.4 yards a game, while |

NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP).—Heevyweight Champion Joé Louis 
has been paid princely sums for fighting, but his wage scale is 


skidding to the vanishing point. 
Within a few weeks he will be 


indacted into the Army to fight, 
if necessary, for $21 a month and 
now he has agreed to fight for the 
Navy for nothing. 

A 15-round title bout between 
the champion and Buddy Baer, 
the big Californian he beat in six 
rounds last spring, was announced 
last night for Jan. 9 in Madison 
Square Garden. 

The profits will go to the New 
York auxiliary of the Navy Relief 
Society and Louis will receive 
nothing more than his expenses 
for staking his heavyweight crown, 
the most valuable bauble in sports. 

Rear Admiral Adolphus An- 
drews, commandant of the Third 
Naval District and commander of 
the North Atlantic Naval Coastal 
Frontier, announced the match, 
which was arranged for him by 
Promoter Mike Jacobs. 

Aside from the fact that Louis 
will be donating his services, the 
financial arrangements for the 
champion’s twentieth defense of 
his title were not disclosed.

Mr, and Mrs. Average American’s

These developments give hints 
of some of the buffeting the fam- 
ily pocketbook may take: . 

1, The flood of defénse spending 
is only beginning. Spending for 
arms for the full year 1941 will 
aggregate only about 13 billion dol- 
lars, the experts say. In 1942, they 
estimate, the pace may more than 
double that in 1941, approaching 
28 billion dollars, and the newest 
defense aim is to spend nearly 100 
billion dollars in two years, which 
would mean the outlay in 1943 
would surpass 1941 and 1942 com- 
bined. 

2. With Federal spending swell- 
ing the national income to record 
heights and production of civilian 
consumer goods giving way to de- 
fense, the Treasury has proposed 
siphoning off the expanding na- 
tional income through a 165 per 
cent tax, deductible from wages 
and salaries at the pay window. 

8. The House Ways and Means 
Committee has “deferred tempor- 
arily” any action on the Treasury 
proposal. Hints are dropped that 
nothing will be done toward fram- 
ing a new revenue measure until 
Congress has completed considera- 
tion of the price control bill, now 
occupying its attention.

4. President Roosevelt has urged 
the Ways and Means Committee to 
speed, and to draft a new revenue 
measure quickly to stem price in- 
flation. Says Roosevelt: “I very 
much fear that unless we start 
within two or three months to 
withdraw through taxes a larger 
part of the current national in- 
come, an even greater part may. 
evaporate upward through infla- 
tion, and the upward spiral may 
gain such momentum that it will 
be difficult to regulate, despite all 
efforts through price control and 
similar measures.”

His letter, dated Oct. 12, 
closely typed on thin paper to keep 
within the one-half-ounce weight 
limit for air mail, bore stamps for 
4% yuan, or about $1.32 United

- “T have just discovered,” Wiener 
wrote, "that my baggage will be 
coming up the Burma road, and 
ought to arrive some time in the 
next month or two. I do not know 
yet how much this will cost, but 
have been told it is approximately 
$1 pound, United States currency. 
That is rather expensive, but if 
you could see the price of: goods 
up here, you would understand 
that ic is not too much, I need 
this stuff badly, as two years is a 
long time to get along on the little 
that I have brought out, and I will 
need it all,

flation over here has been ruinous 
to those with fixed salary. 

“It has not been so bad for those 
of us paid in gold dollars, but for 
those teachers and other people 
paid in Chinese national currency 
it has been disastrous. Some of the 
coolie labor is demanding almost 
$8 a day, and you are lucky to 
get one for that. Most of them cost 
over $12 a day. This sounds like a 
lot, but actually is just enough to 
buy food for two persons and 
possibly one child. By food I mean 
rice, and that is not embellished 
with very much else. 

“The price of rice and of food in 
general has been raised by several 
means. One, the Government has 
taken a good part of the crop out 
of the local markets to be distrib- 
uted in other more devastated 
parts of China. This reduces the 
supply in the local markets,. thus 
forcing the price up directly. Too, 
there is quite a bit of hoarding, 
and much of the hoarded rice 


“Prices of other commodities 
have risen, due to the difficulty 
of getting silk, cotton and other 
necessary materials from those 
places, mostly occupied, which 
formerly produced them. Also, the 
supply from outside is cut off by 
the Japanese, as well as the poli- 
cies of those producing countries 
at war to use their’ productive 
capacities on materials of destruc- 
tion. 

“With these rising prices on 
necessary clothing and _ shelter 
commodities and materials, the 
farmer or laborer must ask more 
for his service or product, in order 
to even exist; Those with a flexible 
income like coolies and .ricksha 
men are able, in part at least, to 
adjust their incomes to the ris- 
ing price scale; but salaried people 
are not able to do this, and there- 
fore suffer. 

“The teachers in our. schools 
are paid a little over two hundred 
dollars a month Chinese, and 
more than a hundred and twenty 
of this goes into the coffers of the 
faculty dining room for personal 
food. In addition, these men have 
to keep reasoriably well dressed, 
and some even have families to 
support and children to send to 
school. I understand that the fam- 
ilies of some of these men are 
starving, and one of the fellows 


.|has not bought a new piece of 


clothing for over a year. 
$8 for Items Worth $1.50. 

“Prices of things necessary for 
living here have gone up all out 
of proportion to the rise of ex- 
change rate, which is now con- 
trolled by the Chinese government. 
Of course this control keeps the 
money from going to the Jap- 
anese, for which I am truly glad, 
but it means that things are a 
little tougher for us out here, I 
spent over $8 U. 8S. currency for 
a cheap tin washbowl, tin cup, 
teapot, cheap small mirror and a 
two-ounce bottle of ink; we pkid 
$1.50 or less for the same things 
in the States. 

Wiener also wrote of his ex- 
perience with Chinese food, saying 
he had found it necessary to sup- 
plement the local diet with fruit 
and peanuts, He described local 
roads as “absolutely defying” any 
form of travel in wet weather. “A 
bicycle is practical only in town,” 
he wrote, “where the streets are 
so narrow and crowded that you 
get off or fall off three or four 
times each block.”

It is specially priced—considerably 
below the merchandise available 
in the “open” stores, in which you 
can buy as much as you want of 
anything they have, without bene- 
fit of coupons. In the coupon 
stores all merchandise is marked 
both with its price and with the 
number of coupons you must part 
with to buy it. When you make a 
purchase, the cashier takes the 
right number of coupons out of 
your book—which is why they are 
arranged the way they are, s0 
that it will be easy for the holder 
to make change.

In addition to the above units, 
the coupon book also contains 12 
special units for soap. Each soap 
unit is good for two cakes, one 
cake of toilet soap and one cake 
of washing soap. This works out 
as two cakes of soap per person 
per week. 

Gasoline is separately rationed, 
subject to change without notice. 
When I was in Moscow it was at 
the ‘rate of 280 litres a year. This 
is about 74 gallons, or a little less 
than a gallon and a half a week.

“On Strict Rations.” 

While officials here discussed

most vital foods.” 

Department officials who have 
been in England in recent months 
listed these diet limits for an in- 
dividual: Cheese, three ounces a 
week; meat, seven ounces a week;

_ Hope that a crippling strike in the “captive” coal 
mines may be averted is revived by the President's. 
call for a meeting of CIO leaders and steel company 
executives at the White House tomorrow. But 
the work of the National Defense Mediation Board 
has come to a standstill since the walkout of the 
two CIO members who resigned out of spite for 
their nine colleagues’ rejection of John L. Lewis’ 
demand for a union shop in those mines. 

The CIO’s virtual boycott of the board leaves its fu- 
ture in doubt, a correspondent writes, and others are 
even predicting its collapse. Certainly the board’s 
influence and usefulness would be impaired without 
CIO representation, even if it survives the resigna- 
tions of Philip Murray, CIO president, and Thomas 
Kennedy, secretary-treasurer of the United Mine 
Workers. 

Just where do the CIO and the UMW think this 
piece of intransigence will get them? Maybe they 
can wreck the Federal ageney created last March to 
help keep the industrial peace and expedite the de- 
fense program. That may seem a satisfying revenge 
for the majérity’s refusal to indorse John L. Lewis’ 
attempt to gain personal power and prestige by 
raising the issue of the union shop. But it will 
actually mean the CIO is cutting off its nose to spite 
its face. ; 

In arguing its case before the public, the UMW 
cannot say it is pleading to ease the lot of underpaid, 
overworked men. It cannot say that the employers 
are “grinding the faces of the poor.” It has no 


complaint about wages or working conditions at all. | 


The rumpus is raised merely over the union shop, 
by which all men hired by the companies must, after 
a certain interval, join the union. Although 95 per 
cent of the men are already unionized, the UMW 
wants the Federal Government's aid in compelling 
the organization of the remainder. That is not an 
issue calculated to arouse public sympathy in a time 
like this, but rather the contrary. 

The President has been a loyal friend of labor, 
loyal sometimes to the point of leaning backward. 
He has temporized often with the stubbornness of 
certain labor leaders, and his creation of the Media- 
tion Board last March was partly in an effort to 
avert the need for sterner measures. Rather than 
approve any of the various legislative proposals for 
curbing defense strikes, the President added one 
more agency to the already extensive machinery of 
conciliation and mediation. 

True, the board had no means of enforcing its 
decisions, but it provided more time for discussion, 
and became an informal court of last resort in 
industria] disputes concerning defense. It settled 
dozens of troublesome strikes after other agencies 
had failed, and the records do not indicate that 
CIO labor has suffered by its decisions. . Indeed, 
the board was sometimes accused of favoritism 
toward the CIO. 

What will take the Mediation Board’s place if it 
is wrecked or proves incapable of functioning prop- 
erly without its ClO members? Perhaps the state- 
ment of Senator Byrd (Dem.) of Virginia, when the 
board was formed last March, will give a clew. Byrd 
said the new setup was “inadequate.” He said that 
“the national welfare demands immediate action to 
prevent further and unnecessary strikes in vital de- 
fense industries.” Rather than the new board’s rell- 
ance on reason and persuasion, “stern and firm 
measures” were essential, he said. 

The two CIO men’s resignations offer an oppor- 
tunity for the members of Congress who have long 
been eager for a “crackdown” on labor. The 
behavior of Murray and Kennedy, added to the bull- 
headed stand of John L. Lewis, simply invites such a 
crackdown. Wrecking this mediation agency is cer- 
tain to be a blow not only to the CIO, but to all 
organized labor.

Gen. George C. Marshall, in a broadcast Tuesday 
night on Civilian Defense week, said: “Letters come 
from families who are worrying about their boys in 
the army, who have been led to believe, for instance, 
that the soldiers lack food.... They come from mem- 
bers of Congress who have been similarly misled.” 
He attributed these baseless fears to Axis propa- 
ganda unleashed in the United States. 

If any support is required for the General’s asser- 
tion that these fears are groundless, there is the War 
Department’s bite-by-bite account of the typical din- 
ner that will be served to all soldiers on Thanksgiv- 
ing day. Here it is: celery, olives; oyster, shrimp 
or fruit cocktail; creamed celery soup, roast turkey,

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NAZIS WOULDN'T LIKE DACHSHUNDS. 

Dachshunds, the underslung little dogs resembling 
sausages on legs, are again finding Teutonic origin a 
threat to their popularity,. During the period of the 
World War, the blind reaction against anything re- 
motely German made these once well-liked pets as 
welcome as poison ivy. When sanity returned, the 
stubby breed was restored to our good graces. Once 
more, however, the dog is getting the cold and fishy 
eye, and the St. Louis Dachshund Club has risen to 
its defense. 

“The dachshund,” the club says, “is as good an 
American citizen as any dog in this land,” adding 
that more than 95 per cent of the dachshund popula- 
tion in this country are natives of the United. States. 
Furthermore, daghshunds have never been tainted by 
Nazism. They’d trade Hitler any day for a nice thick 
steak, and they think much less of Goering or 
Goebbels than of a convenient American lamppost. 

The dachshund was specially bred in Germany to 
hunt badgers, burrowing animals which are kin to 
weasels and skunks. A dog like that wouldn't find 
favor with the Nazi top-kicks.

Despite great advances in disease control, mosquito 
study is of continuing importance. In the current 
Harper’s, Charles Morrow Wilson has an article 
headed “Wanted: Another Walter Reed,” fn which he 
shows the need for.scientists who will fight diseases 
now prevalent as Dr. Reed fought and vanquished 
Cuba’s yellow-fever plague 40 years ago. “We need 
them,” the writer says, “because mosquito-borne 
diseases are still among the greatest menaces of 
this hemisphere, 2s murderous as Axis dictators, and 
potentially. about as disrupting to trade and society.” 
He adds: “During recent months, the Latin American 
press has urged that defense against malaria is an 
essential step in any enduring hemisphere defense.” 

The Dr. Rozebooms are not spectacular figures, 
but their quiet, persistent work is of inestimable 
benefit to civilization. 
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THE STEELVILLE MAN DIDN’T KNOW. 

Of course, the man who reprimanded Mayor Becker 
for not removing his hat was a stranger in these 
parts. He knew nothing about His Honor and had 
never seen the Mayor hatless in person or in photo- 
graph. Otherwise, he could not have made the 
mistake. 

It happened when the Mayor stood on*the review- 
ing stand as the Armistice day parade, with its 
procession of flags, rolled by. The Mayor’s derby 
remained firmly in place. The patriotic Legionnaire 
from S¢eelville protested. 

To begin with, the Steelville man did not know 
that the Mayor is a model of decorous behavior and, 
in this case, as a matter of fact, was acting under 
the advice of Gen. Ridley, who ruled that it is 
proper army etiquette for a civilian among uniformed 
reviewing officers to stand hatted and at attention.

If the Steelville man had ever seen the Mayor’s 
smooth and shining cupola, he would have hesitated, 
punctilio or no punctilio, to ask him to expose it for 
any length of time to cold November breezes. 

THE GENERAL DOESN'T PASS THE BUCK. | 

To the overstuffed, walrus-mustached Col. Blimps 
of the pre-war British army, the lectures, maxims 
and teachings of poker-faced Gen. Archibald P. 
Wavell were anathema. These ruddy-faced higher-. 
ups of the old school considered war a matter of 
resplendent dress parade, a perfect aligning of tent 
pegs, a batman who never got too much bitters in 
the gin. There must have been a good deal of 
spluttering in the club lounge when one-eyed Wavell 
remarked that the perfect infantryman should have 
“the qualities of a successful poacher, a cat burglar 
and a gunman.” Gad, Horace! A man of those 
characteristics a soldier? 

Yet it was Wavell and the men he trained who 
drubbed the Italians out of Libya—the only British 
General to co-ordinate sea, land and air forces in a 
successful campaign against Axis forces. True, the 
Nazi counterattack came and Wavell was driven all 
the way back into Egypt, but his retreat was not by 
any means a rout, After the disaster, Wavell was 
shipped to India. Little more was heard from him 
until last Tuesday, when there trickled through a 
dispatch from New Delhi, far in the interior on the 
banks of the rolling blue Jumna. . 

Gen. Wavell had attended a council of state at 
which the African campaign was reviewed. It was 
an excellent chance for Wavell to excuse his defeat. 
Instead, he shouldered full responsibility, saying, “I 
didn’t expect the enemy to counterattack until the 
end of April. ... Unfortunately, he enemy attacked 
a month before I had expected it to be possible.” 
Poacher? Cat burglar? Gunman? Yes—and an hon- 
est man, too. Bs |

WASHINGTON. 
HE administration’s price-control bill, 
as introduced, was too weak to combat 
inflation effectively. The bill as now 
reported by a majority of the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency has be- 
come an engraved invitation, to inflation. 

Perhaps I regard inflation as a more 
serious menace than do some -of my col- 
leagues on the committee. I see no grounds 
for complacency, and no excuse for timidity 
in the face of the problem immediately 
confronting us. 

Inflation, with its economic dislocations 
‘and a rising cost of living, is a stark menace 
to the United States. The volume and 
intensity of our war spénding indicate even 
more severe consequences than we suffered 
from the inflation of the last war and the 


‘|’ depression that followed it. And these came 


perilously near—perhaps nearer than we 
know—to wrecking democracy. 

Failure to control prices will impair the 
efficiency of our defense effort. The na- 
tion’s economie vitality will be expended 
upon things which cannot add to, and 
sap, our fighting strength. 

A drastic rise’ in the cost of living un- 
dermines the morale of the people. It 
causes unrest, suffering, strikes and prof- 
iteering. And without an adequate price 
control law, a drastic inflationary rise in 
the cost of living cannot be prevented.

War and the Monroe Doctrine 


“The Atiantie System’’ by Forrest Davis. (Reynal 
and Hitchcock, New York.) 

NE test of a book’s effectiveness is 

whether its text quickly and logically 
sustains the writer’s thesis. This book 
passes that test. But, one feels, its present 
title obscures its plain message. Any news 
paper headline writer would probably re 
title the book to read: “Give Up the Mom 
roe Doctrine, or Fight.” 
. For this, the pages of the book reveal, is 
the decision America must again make. 
Again, because today’s battle of the Atlan- 
tic is only one more fight forced upon the 
United States by the logic of its stand in 
1823. In that year, President James Mon- 
roe told the Holy Alliance of Austria, Prus- 
sia, Russia and France that “the United 


' States is not in favor of the plans of the 


Alliance to put an end to the representative 
governments recently erected out of the old 
colonies of Spain in the Western Hemi- 
sphere.” 

. © — 

But telling them was not enough. The 
Old World had not then, and has not now, 
any intention of letting us have our owa 
way unchallenged. Actually, what the Mon-' 
roé Doctrine did, in the language of the 
prize ring, was to set up in one corner the 
Western democracies, including England, 
and in the other corner the Centra] and 
Eastern European countries, with a set of 
political instjtutions in direct conflict to 
ours. The Atlantic Ocean is “the ring” in 
which the contenders have fought on this, 
issue éver since. 

The book begins with 1890. At that time, 
the United States, returning in force to the 
sea, took, as Henry Adams wrote, “its part 
in fortifying the Atlantic System — shoul 
dered its just part in the task of keeping 
that sea free.” 

There was good reason for this. After the 
Nicaraguan incident, the British, under 
constant prodding from the United States, 
had begun their naval retirement from the 
Caribbean. But coincident with that, “the 
Germans had given every intention of mo~ 
ing in. During the Spanish War, when it 
——— that the United States might 
be heavily engaged to resist encroach 
ments, there was strong agitation in Gem 
many for the foothold in the»West Indies. 
... Early in 1900, Tirpitz recommended to 
the Reichstag an appropriation for a naval 
base in Brazil.”

Today 
the signs again point to the fact that ve 
must give up the things that the Monroe 
Doctrine stands for or fight for them.

Labor Under Wage 
Ceilings. | 
By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. 


ERE are some figures sent me 

by a fan for the edification of 
those who believe, or at least 
say, that you can put.a ceiling over 
prices to keep them from a run- 
away inflation and yet’ leave rises 
in wages and salaries unchecked. 
I have been unable to check these 
figures as well as I should, but, 
both from their source and what 


are approximately correct. Of 
course, there are a dozen different 
ways of dividing up the costs of 
things but, neglecting too much 
technicality, it has always seemed 
to me obvious that considering all 
the elements that go into them, 
from the time they arégraw ma- 
terial or seeds or what not until 
the time they are consumed, near⸗ 
ly their whole cost is that of hu- 
man effort of some sort in rough 
processing, finishing, packing and 
distribution. If this is so, to say 
that you can control prices and not 
control wages is as crazy as ‘to 
Say that you can destroy the popu- 
lation of the United States but not 
its people. Its population is its peo- 
ple, just as prices are all, or near- 
ly all, wages. — 


What the Figures Show. 


Writes my friend: “Now, so far 
as profits are concerned, if you 
will refer to the Business Week, 
issue of Nov. 2, 1940, page 64, you 
will find figures taken from the 
governmental reports showing 
that from 1926 to 1937 inclusive 
the capital that reported income 


to the Government received, after 
paying taxes, a yearly income that 
amounted to only 1.7 per cent on 
its investment, and which aver- 
aged only 3.65 per cent of the total 
national income when estimated at 
$65,000,000,000 a year. 

“Furthermore, this’ was the net 
profit after taxes, but it was not 
; the profit before bankruptcies, and 
if all of the capital lost in this 
period had been deducted there 
would probably have been very 
little left in the way of profit. In 
fact, the return as it was, was far 
less than would have been received 
on an investment in Government 
bonds during the period, Even in 
1926 about $5,000,000,000 of capital 
went broke. 

“Since the receivers of rents and 
royalties. get from these sources a 
very small percentage of the na- 
tional income, you can say that 
the wages and salaries actually 
received in the average, around 95 
per cent of the national income, 
and any ,gink who thinks that 
prices can be held down while 
wages and’ salaries are going up 
have his brain examined by an 
alienist — whether it is man or 
woman who thinks it. 


Who Were War Profiteers? 


“Furthermore, we hear people 
talk about capital profiteering in 
the last war. If you will look back 
at the figures for 1918 you will 
find that capital received a small- 
er percentage of the national in- 
come in 1918 than in most of the 


years before the war. 
“In 1918, the profits on capital, 


taxes on profits called for that 
year, were 20 per cent less than 
the average return of the preced-

TO COMMERCIAL HANDS 


Doctor Says Medical Men 
- Have Little Time or Money 
for Such Work. 


The center of medical research 
on drugs had shifted to the labora- 
tories of the commercial pharma- 
ceutical houses. because medical 
schools must concentrate on train- 
ing doctors and their research fa- 
cilities were limited and under- 
manned, Dr. Grayson Carroll of St. | 
Louis said today in -his address 
as chairman of the Southern Med- 
ical Association section.on. urology. 

The commercial firms, Dr. Car- 
roll said, had ample funds for 
equipment and full time scientists, 
and “fortunately for the public 
and the medical profession, the 
research laboratories have been 
founded by men of high principle 
and conducted in a most commend- 
able manner.” 

From -these laboratories, he 
pointed out, had come such dis- 
coveries as insulin, synthetic vita- 
mins and hormones, the sulfona- 
mides, and industrial products like. 
nylon. 

“Medical research efforts into 
the nature of disease and its pre- 
vention and cure suffers greatly 
in comparison with. commercial re- 
search,” he said. “Medical research

“There is a great need of en- 
dowed foundations for research,” 
he said. “In several medical cen- 
ters there are groups of medical 
scientists whose consultation 
services can be obtained at mini- 
mum expense, and bright, young 
men who are eager to carry on re- 
search work as part of their resi- 
dent training.’ 

When a philanthropic research 
foundation made a commercially 
valuable discovery, he pointed out, 
it frequently obtained royalties 
which could be used for further 
research. An example, he added, 
was the isolation of female sex 
hormones by Dr, Edward A. Doisy 
of St. Louis University, which pro- 
vided royalties to finance Dr. 
Doisy’s later studies in Vitamin K.

E. Robert Schmitz, well-known 
Franco-American pianist and peda- 
gogue, gave a recital last night in 
the Sheldon Memorial Auditorium 


as a prelude to a piano seminar he 
will conduct in St. Louis the re- 
mainder of the week. His pro- 
gram was unusually well chosen 
for the occasion, containing as it 
did music of high quality, direct 
‘appeal and representative value. 

It started with the English suite 
in A Minor of Bach and concluded 
with the well upholstered but ar- 
resting arrangement of the Bach 
violin Chaconne by Busoni. In be- 
tween was the D Major Sonata of 
Mozart, a Chopin group and six 
studies by Debussy. 

Mr. Schmitz played the Bach 
Suite with great freedom, but with 
every consideration for its ever 
present and not too esoteric charm. 
In the Mozart sonata, the first 
movement was rhythmically ner- 
vous and blurred at times by too 
much pedal, but the slow move- 
ment was presented with great 
poetic force. 

Most of the Chopin numbers 
were played with a lavish display 
of romantic coloring and accent 
which. the audience apparently 
liked very much. Too much rubato 
made the Ballade in F minor sound 
a little affected. 

It was in the Debussy Etudes 
that Mr. Schmitz was most author- 
itative and most affecting, even 
though the music itself was limited 
in its significance. He exercised an 
unfailing sureness of control in 
the manipulation of rhythm, dy- 
namics and in the production of 
characteristic texttres. 

Mr. Schmitz was enthusiastically 
received by the audience ~ and 
played several encores by Chopin, 
Debussy and Couperin.

Deputy Smoke Commissioner 
Says Mines Are Meet- 
ing City Requirements. 


Periodic tests of the solid fuels 
offered for sale in: St. Louis as ap- 
proved under the smoke ordinance 
have shown no significant change 
this year in their volatile content, 
Deputy Smoke Commissioner 


James H. Carter told reporters 
yesterday. 

Carter said the tests, made at 
the Municipai Testing Laboratory, 
had shown all approved mines liv- 
ing up to the requirements of the 
ordinance which forbids hand-fir- 
ing of unprocessed coal with a vo- 
latile content of more than 23 per 
cent and requires that the ash con- 
tent of stoker coal be no more 
than 12 per cent. 

A briquet made of coal dust, 
which has a volatile content of 
slightly more than 23 per cent, has 
been approved under the ordinance 
because tests at Washington Uni- 
versity demonstrated, Carter said, 
that its smoke output. compared 
favorably with that of other ap- 
proved fuels. 

Inspectors from his office are 
now observing the smoke stacks 
of heating plants where the bri- 
quets are in use to ascertain the 
results of its use under ordinary 
conditions, Carter added.

N THE backyards of America’s 
homes, in the wastebaskets of 
America’s apartment dwellers,

In the glorious days before the 


great conflict, all this scrap was . 


just so much annoying junk. Now 
suddenly, the backyard junkpile, 
the household dustbin, has taken 
on a new importance, 

In the scrap and waste of the 
American nation are materials to 
feed the insatiable appetites of our 
industries—the appetites of our 
civilian industries trying to stretch 
available materials to meet civil- 


jan needs, the appetites of our de- . 


fense industries roaring through 
24 hours of the day to keep planes 
and tanks and guns rolling off the 
assembly lines and battlewagons 
and merchantmen sliding down the 
ways. 

Salvage is an important maneuv- 
er in America’s war against waste. 
It means collecting’ the nation’s 
scrap and waste supplies and re- 
routing them back to smelters and 
blast furnaces and mills. So, save. 
Don’t waste. 

Save your old newspapers, maga- 
zines, wrapping paper, paper sacks 
and corrugated paper board. There 
is a shortage of waste paper. Box- 
board is made of waste paper and 
boxboard is an important defense 
material. Tons and tons of defense 
goods are being shipped all over 
America and abroad in boxboard 
containers—airplane parts, canned 
food, shoes, uniforms, ammunition, 
rifles, helmets, gas masks, pre- 
cision instruments. Approximately 
25 per cent of the boxboard being 
made today is being used for de- 
fense needs; by the end of 1942, 
three-fourths of the total paper- 
board supply will be needed for 
defense alone. 

Don’t burn your old papers 
and magazines. Save them. It is es- 
timated that the average family 
may save a pound of waste paper 
daily. Multiply this by the 365 
days in the year and we have 365 
pounds of paper. Multiply this

and we have 3,650,000,000 pounds of 
paper. 

Last year only 28 per cent of 
waste paper was recovered. This 
year a sizeable amount of the 72 
per cent of paper that is destroyed 
must be reclaimed. 


The saving of paper is a vital 
part of our national salvage ef- 
fort. There are 130,000,000 Ameri- 
cans, and if each one of us saves 
a few magazines or newspapers, 
our combined efforts can avert a 
serious shortage and help the box- 
board factories of America catch 
up on their orders—orders on 
which they are now running far 
behind as defense demands in- 
crease beyond all ratio to supply. 


The average American household 
doesn’t have much scrap metal ly- 
ing around, but the scrap metal 
that could be gathered up by 130,- 
000,000 Americans would mean 
thousands of tons of metal for de- 
fense. Old, worn-out automobiles 
in the jalopy graveyards of the 
United States can become howtiz- 
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ers and tanks. There’s enough 
metal in three old jalopies to turn 
out two howitzers and in 53 worn- 
out jalopies there’s enough metal 
for one 27-ton medium tank. That 
gives us some idea of the import- 
ance of salvage metals for national 
defense.

N this new dust-bin drive salv- 
8 materials will not be collect- 

d by the Government. Individ- 
uals who have paper, rags, rubber 
or metals are asked to sell their col- 
lections to junk dealers, or give 
the materials to their favorite 
charity so that that charity in turn 
may sell the materjals to the junk 
dealers. Scrap collection is norm- 
ally a billion-dollar industry that 
employs up to a quarter of a mil- 
lion workers who make their liv- 
ing ‘collecting junk and selling it 
to dealers, who start it on its way 
to industry. 

There already has-been an 
aluminum collection campaign for 
salvaging this particular metal. 
The new salvage campaign spon- 
sored by OPM’s conservation bu-

reau will be a day-in-and-day-out, 
year-round effort to save waste 
paper, cotton and wool rags, rub- 


ber and all articles containing 
aluminum, iron, steel, copper, lead 
or zinc. But instead of being piled 
impressively, if inconveniently, in 
the city streets, the great Ameri- 
can collection of junk will be sold 
to waste dealers at prevailing 
prices. These waste dealers have 
the machinery by which such 
waste is cleaned and sorted. Uncle 
Sam does not. 


Salvage is an essential part of 
any war economy. During 1940, 
British housewives saved enough 
scrap metal to build an armada of 
16,000 tanks, enough kitchen scraps 
to feed an army of pigs hundreds 
of thousands strong, and enough 
paper to fill 100,000 heavy. lorries. 
In England “to throw away scraps 
is sabotage.” 

Every British household sepa- 
rates its own waste into bundles 
of metal, clean and dirty paper, 
bones and kitchen scraps, so that 
the work of salvage authorities is 
immensely simplified. And in Eng- 
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‘or National Defense

land, even tin cans are saved. Brit- 
ish tin cans go through several 
processes. which save their iron, 
the coatings of tin, and even the 
solder. Here in America no tin 
can saving campaign is planned. 

For the present, the Conserva- 
tion Bureau of the Office of Pro- 
duction Management asks that we 
save only waste paper, cotton and 
wool rags and all articles contain- 
ing aluminum, iron, steel, copper, 
lead, zinc and rubber—junk which 
can be turned into the materials 
that make tanks and guns and 
planes and keep the civilian econ- 
omy alive and running. 

So remember: 

Don’t destroy old newspapers 
and magazines. 

Don’t haul that old automobile 
fender off to the city dump. 

Don’t .burn old cotton and wool 
rags. 

Don’t throw that 
on the bonfire.

Knowledge igs 
On Vitamins 
Is Limited 


Logan — M. D. 


In reading about the vitamins 
or listening to your friends recite 
their experiences with them, there 
is one distinction or standard of 
judgment you can set up that I 
think will help. This is to dif- 
ferentiate between the use of the 
vitamins as having replacement 
action or pharmacological action. 
In other words, are they being 
used as foods or drugs? 

When they were first discovered, 
it was considered that their use- 
fulness was confined to instances 
when people on inadequate diets 
developed -conditions such as 
scruffy skin, sore tongue, rickets, 
scurvy and neuritis, which were 
cured by replacing the missing 
vitamins in the diet. 


a > ” 

THEN IT WAS found that cer 
tain of these vitamins had pharma- 
cologic actions. Thus Vitamin B, 
if deficient in the diet, brings on 
neuritis. But even when the diet 
is adequate in Vitamin B, large 
doses of it relieve neuritis. Just as 
some endocrine hormones — ad- 
renalin and pituitrin — are used 
regularly in the body economy, but 
when used in large dosage an en- 
tirely exaggerated and different 
action is had. So when you hear 
about the vitamins, ask yourself 
whether they are being used as re- 
placements or drugs. 

The latest vitamin seems to be 
the gray hair preventive vitamin 
—para-amino-benzoic acid, part of 
the vitamin B complex. It is found 
in yeast, liver and molasses, It has 
been tried on patients between the 
ages of 21 and 51 and the gray 
hair returned to its original shade 
in about two months. This sounds 
too good to be true, and I predict 
disappointment from its use. 

I saw Dr. Hubert Evans’ gray 
rats who got that way from remov- 
ing the vitamin from their diet, 
and reported them here two years 
ago. The conditions are not analo- 
gous to graying hair in humans,

MORE NEWS COMES from 
Bruce Bliven, who says that Hit- 
ler is withholding thiamine chlo 
ride (vitamin Bl) from inhabitants 
of conquered countries because it 
igs the “morale vitamin.” Mr. Bliv- 
en and his science slay me. When 
I see an article by him on science, 
I prepare for a good laugh. See 
how mixed the thinking on the 
morale vitamin is? Vitamin B is 
necessary to nerves—but just to or- 
dinary nerves that carry impulses 
of sensation and motion. But, ac- 
cording to this new logic, “morale” 
is “nerve,” when your morale is 
gone, your nerves are gone. So 
Vitamin B is the morale vitamin. 
But that kind of nerve is in your 
personality; it is not the same as 
nerve fibers.
